London, Dee 10.— The correspondent 
of the United Press in Constantinople 
telegraphs under Sunday's date aa fol- 
lows: "The members of the Young 
Turkey Party are highly gratified at the 
determined attitude assumed by Said 
Pasha in putting himself under the pro- 
tection of the British embsssy and re- 
fusing to place himself under the ii 
ence or in the power of the Palace par- 
ty. Tha leaders of the party are very 
hopeful that the action of t-aid Pasha 
will have the effect to destroy the 
system of tyranny which has so long 
prevailed at the palace, and openly ex- 
preaa their feelings on the subject 

A communication from Harpoot, 
which has bee«n received by United 
States minister Terrell, makes refer- 
ence to the report that the Americans 
at that place had concealed weapons 
in their houses to be distributed among 
the Armenians To refute this story, 
the letter says, all of the Americans 
at Harpoot went to the government 
officer and surrendered five revolvers, 
whioh comprised every weapon they 
possessed. They even went further 
than this. After giving up their 
own arms they induced the Armenians 
to give up what guns and pistols 
they had. The massacre occurred the 
day after this surrender was made. 
The batteries of artillery which 
were planted upon the hill overlooking 
the town fired into the buildings occu- 
pied by the missions, but the Turks 
have since pretended that the shots 
were intended for the Kurds. One 
shell crashed into the study of Rev. 
Dr. X. H. Barnum, of Leicester. Mass., 
penetrated a bookcase and exploded 
in a wall of a room. As the mission- 
aries and the others occupying the 
mission buildings were leaving to seek 
refuge elsewhere a cannon ball swept 
through the narrow passage through 
which they were moving, but, for- 
tunately, did not strike anybody. Four 
of the refugees were wounded by rifle 
shots.
